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Collision 
woman is 
flown to 
hospital 

A WOMAN was airlifted to 
hospital after being hit by a 
lorry. 

Witnesses say the woman, 
aged about 50, was crossing 
the road at the Cinder Bank 
roundabout on the Dudley 
Southern Bypass when she 
was knocked down by the 
vehicle just before 4pm on 
Monday. 

Police shut the bypass, 
known as Duncan Edwards 
Way, between Blowers 
Green Road and Flood 
Street, as two paramedics, 
an ambulance and the Mid¬ 
lands Air Ambulance from 
Cosford arrived. 

The helicopter landed on 
the traffic island before 
taking the woman, who had 
multiple injuries to her legs, 
pelvis and head, to Birming¬ 
ham’s Queen Elizabeth Hos¬ 
pital. 

Long queues of traffic 
soon built up on the bypass 
and surrounding roads and 
police officers warned 
motorists to avoid the area. 
The woman had a dog with 
her and one witness said it 
had also been injured, 
although the ambulance 
service said the animal was 
not hurt but was taken to a 
vet by police. 

Roy Bradley, from Coseley, 
said: “When we got here the 
ambulance was here tending 
to a woman on the road, we 
were told that she ran across 
the road. 

“She was sitting up talk¬ 
ing when we got here, which 
must have been about 10 
minutes after it happened.”

Hippodrome protest takes to streets 


THE proposed demolition of 
the former Dudley Hippo¬ 
drome has taken another 
step forward after planning 
officers recommended it 
should go ahead - but cam¬ 
paigners vowed to continue 
their fight to save it. 

Councillors are to decide 
on the controversial plan¬ 
ning application to bring 
down the historic theatre in 
Castle Hill at a meeting next 
Monday. 

Planning officers have 
told councillors they should 
approve the proposal, pav¬ 
ing the way for the former 
entertainment venue to be 
replaced with a education 
and conference centre for 
Dudley Zoo. 

It comes days after cam¬ 
paigners gathered in Dud¬ 
ley’s Market Place to raise 
awareness of the building’s 
plight. 

Change 

They waved placards and 
banners, calling on Dudley 
Council to change its mind 
and give their proposal to 
reopen the venue a chance. 

But in the report to coun¬ 
cillors on council’s develop¬ 
ment control committee, 
officers said: “The building 
has been marketed for reuse 
with no potential occupiers 
coming forward with a 
viable business case that 
would retain the building 
long term.” 

Chairman of the Friends 
of Dudley Hippodrome, 
Geoff Fitzpatrick, who 
organised Saturday’s pro¬ 
test, said: “I’m not surprised 
with the officers’ recommen¬ 
dation. They hadn’t listened 
to us before, so why are they 
going to now?” 



He added: “This is by no 
means the end of our fight.”

A WIFE has spoken of how reckless 
thieves cut the power to her Dudley 
home, putting her paralysed hus¬ 
band’s life in danger. 

They ripped down and stole the overhead electric¬ 
ity cables supplying the couple’s house. Wheelchair- 
bound Tim Joplin is life support system. 


Their actions led to the 61- 
year-old former Dudley 
College lecturer having to be 
brought downstairs by an 
ambulance crew, using 
mountain rescue style 
equipment, because the 
power cut stopped the lift in 
their Gornal house from 
working and he needed to 
get to an hospital appoint¬ 
ment. 

Batteries kicked in to keep 
Mr Joplin’s ventilator oper¬ 
ating but his wife, Ruth, 
twice had to get them 
charged back up at a nearby 
garage to keep the vital 
machine going. 

Two nearby homes lost 
power after cables were cut 
from electricity poles in 
High Areal Road in the early 
hours on Monday. 

Realise 

Mrs Joplin, a lecturer in 
anatomy at Birmingham 
University, said: “Whoever 
stole our power supply put 
my husband’s life at risk. I 
want to convey to whoever it 
was that they put him in a 
life-threatening situation. 

“I realise people will go to 
any lengths, to feed their 
families or whatever, but 
they need to look at what 
they are doing and think of 
the knock-on effects and 
dangers of what they are 
doing.” 

Mrs Joplin praised kind 
staff at the nearby Texaco 
garage, in Himley Road, who 
allowed her to charge the 
ventilator batteries as they 
had only a few hours’ life. 

She said the power cut

started at about 2am and the 
batteries kicked in, but her 
husband had been ‘upset 
and distressed’ at not being 
in control of the situation. 

By 1pm, when the power 
had still not been restored, a 
West Midlands Ambulance 
Hazardous Area Response 
Team had to bring Mr Joplin 
downstairs on an airlifted 
stretcher so that his wife 
could take him to Papworth 
Hospital, Cambridgeshire, 
for his regular treatment. 

Western Power Distribu¬ 
tion workers have rigged up 
a generator to provide elec¬ 
tricity to the houses until a 
permanent repair. 

West Midlands Police are 
investigating. 

Western spokesman Pami 
Mandair said: “Metal theft is 
a nationwide problem but it 
has escalated in the last few 
years and is currently 
costing Western Power Dis¬ 
tribution around £1.5 
million a year to put right.”

A KERB crawler from Dudley 
caught by police with a prostitute in 
his car told them he had offered her 
a lift because she was directing him 
to a shop to buy tomatoes. 

Prison security guard Muham¬ 
mad Ikhlaq picked up the known sex 
worker on Wednesbury Road, in 
Walsall’s red light district on May 7, 
Walsall magistrates heard last week. 

The 39-year-old, of New Road, 
who is married with four children, 


was driving along Wallows Lane 
with the woman in the passenger 
seat of his black Nissan Micra when 
officers stopped and arrested him. 

He told them he had needed to buy 
tomatoes to bring to a colleague at 
work the next day. 

He claimed he asked the woman 
for directions to the nearest grocers 
and she offered to show him the way. 

Two plain-clothed police officers 
followed the pair in an unmarked 


car. They had been working on Oper¬ 
ation Scarlet & Minus, a crackdown 
on kerb crawlers in the town’s 
worst-affected areas. 

The officers stopped Ikhlaq at 
traffic lights and arrested him, 
before taking him to Bloxwich Police 
Station for questioning. 

He denied an offence of soliciting 
for the purpose of obtaining sexual 
services in a public place. “I asked 
her because I thought she looked 


local and I was in a hurry. She said 
she was going that way,” he said. 

Magistrates said his story was 
‘not credible’ and fined him £400 
with £625 costs and a £40 victim sur¬ 
charge. After the hearing, Pc Stacey 
Paterson said: “I’ve heard some 
excuses before but in the 10 years 
that I have been a police officer I 
have never heard a kerb crawler cov¬ 
ering up his crimes by claiming to be 
buying tomatoes.” 


Driver who rammed 
new police car jailed 


POLICE have welcomed the 
jailing of a disqualified driver who 
rammed a brand new patrol car. 

Moments before the smash in-car 
cameras recorded a discussion between 
motorway officers saying they hoped 
banned driver Chad Harrison would not 
shunt their BMW X5, delivered just days 
earlier as they attempted to pull him over. 

But when Harrison stopped in a lane near 
the A449 in Stourbridge he did exactly that, 
reversing his flat-bed truck into the 4x4 
twice and causing £5,000 worth of damage 
before speeding away and leading officers on 
a 20-mile pursuit. 

Police said Harrison, who was sentenced 
at Wolverhampton Crown Court on July 16, 
has been jailed for 15 months and banned 
from the road for seven years. 

Patrol units were in the Stourbridge area 
on the evening of April 18 searching for a 
reported stolen vehicle when they spotted 
Harrison. But the truck Harrison was 
driving was not stolen. 

Pcs Dal Nijjar and Gareth Phillips were 
both injured when Harrison rammed the 
car, but they then pursued him until he 
crashed into the gates of Hunts Mill Nature 
Reserve off Coopers Bank Road, in Dudley. 

Appalling 

The West Midlands Police helicopter mon¬ 
itored Harrison’s movements as he fled on 
"foot into woodland and led colleagues to the 
spot he where he was lying low in bushes. 

Harrison, aged 27, of Dudley Road, 
Kingswinford, admitted dangerous driving 
and driving while disqualified. 

Acting Sgt Robert Leaver, from the 
Central Motorways Police Group, said: “The 
public need protecting from people who 
drive in this manner and put other road 
users in danger; he’s rightly been jailed and 
should he be tempted to take to the roads at 
any stage over the next seven years he’s 
likely to find himself back behind bars.” 

He added: “Harrison has an appalling 
record of driving going back many years; on 
this occasion his reckless driving in a large 
commercial vehicle caused near carnage and 
caused thousands of pounds worth of 
damage. 

“He deliberately drove at a patrol car, 
injuring the officers, and then led police on 
a long pursuit during which he strayed onto 
the wrong side of carriageways and struck at 
least eight other vehicles. 

“The truck was in a poor condition and 
several of the cars were damaged after being 
struck by one of the truck’s stabiliser 
booms.”

Back-pain 
worker 
killed by 
overdose 

A FACTORY worker who 
suffered chronic back pain 
killed himself by taking an 
overdose of the medication 
for the condition. 

David Silvester, aged 44, 
died at his home, in Keyes 
Drive, Kingswinford, on 
February 26 Smethwick 
Coroners Court heard. 

A post mortem revealed a 
very high dose of pain relief 
tramadol in his system - 29 
milligrammes per litre of 
blood. 

Pathologist Swapna 
Ghosh told the inquest the 
level should have been less 
than one per cent and any 
level more than six mil¬ 
ligrammes per litre of blood 
was fatal. 

Mr Silvester’s wife Wendy, 
from who he was separated, 
said she had spoken to him 
the night before and he had 
been ‘all over the place’. 

The inquest also was told 
Mr Silvester had a history of 
chronic depression. 

His benefits were due to 
be withdrawn by the Depart¬ 
ment of Work and Pensions 
but he was appealing against 
the decision after getting a 
sick note from his doctor. 

Black Country Coroner 
Mr Robin Balmain recorded 
a verdict that Mr Silvester 
had killed himself.

A STOURBRIDGE holidaymaker has described the 
sheer ‘horror’ of seeing an elderly man floating in the 
sea after plunging 12ft from a quayside as he was just 
about to board a cruise liner in Turkey. 

The 83-year-old man, who was rescued by crew from 
the MS Thomson Celebration cruise ship a week last 
Monday, is thought to have been peering at fish in the 
harbour at Marmaris when he slipped and plummeted 
into the Mediterranean. 

Ian White, aged 50, from Kinver Street, Wordsley, 
said today: “I saw him floating head up.” 

Mr White was about to board the Thomson Celebra¬ 
tion with his partner, Barbara Maltby, from Stour¬ 
bridge, when some members of the crew from the ship 
began running towards the scene. “I ran with them 


and saw the man floating on top of the water - he 
looked alive but in a bad way,” he said. 

“People were looking down from on deck and at 
ground level in utter horror. Barbara saw some girls 
who were hysterical about what was happening. 

“The crew went down on a permanently fixed wall 
ladder, dived into the sea and brought him up before 
putting him on a wheelchair. There was applause on 
deck at the end of the rescue.” 

Walking 

Mr White added: “I’m told the man, who was a lone 
traveller and thought to be British, is OK but has facial 
injuries caused by him hitting the water.” 

A spokesman for Thomson Cruises said: “A man was 


walking along the quayside prior to boarding, trying to 
peek into the sea, when he lost his footing and slipped 
in to the water. A couple of members of crew and a 
couple of shoreside workers dived in fully clothed and 
got him out. He is fine but shaken. 

“The man was taken to the onboard medical centre 
and then to a shoreside clinic for further tests. He will 
not be sailing now.” 

Mr White and his partner had just arrived in Mar¬ 
maris and were about to board the boat for their first 
ever cruise when the drama happened. 

The two-week cruise takes in Israel, Lesbos, the 
Greek mainland and Mykonos. It was also due to call 
in Egypt but that stop-over has been cancelled due to 
the political unrest in the country.

Gareth and Aaron Att- 
wood struck after the inno¬ 
cent victim was spotted in 
the same street the day after 
the vandalism, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court 
heard. 

The two men and their 46- 
year-old father Andrew gave 
chase in two cars trying to 
cut off his escape and three 
other people he had appar¬ 
ently been walking with. 

He was cornered in the 
Fens Pool Nature Reserve, 
Pensnett, and received a 
beating that left him with a 
double fracture of the jaw 
and a broken finger. He lost 
a tooth and was bruised. 

Gareth, aged 21, who lives 
with his father in nearby 
Fens Crescent, and 23-year- 
old Aaron, of Westwood 
Street, Brierley Hill, were 
convicted of wounding at an 
earlier trial and had been 
remanded in custody for 
sentencing. Their father was 
acquitted of wounding, but 
convicted of assaulting a 19- 
year-old youth. 

Chased 

Trouble flared on July 15 
last year, the day after 
stones had been thrown at 
the house, the court was 
told. Four youths were seen 
walking in Fens Crescent. 

They ran away after being 
confronted by members of 
the family, who chased and 
cornered the 16-year-old 
and the 19-year-old. The 
other two youths escaped. 

Mr Christopher O’Dris¬ 
coll, defending, said: “The 
16-year-old was hanging 
around with the wrong 
people on this occasion and 
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Gareth, left, and Aaron 
Attwood sent to prison 


paid a very high price for 
that. Two of the other people 
who were with him were 
intending to cause more 
trouble for members of this 
family.” 

The brothers were each 
jailed for five years for 
wounding the 16-year old 
and their father received a 
six months for assault. 

Judge Michael Dudley 
told them: “The youngest 
victim was the innocent one 
in the group and was left in a 
terrible state when the two 
brothers had finished with 
him.” 

Afterwards the father of 
the vicitm, of Kingswinford, 
said: “He was so badly 
beaten up he was unrecog¬ 
nisable. He had never been 
involved in any stone throw¬ 
ing. “It was terrible. 

“Fortunately he is quite a 
confident young lad and I 
think he will come out of this 
all right although the jaw 
still gives him trouble over 
12 months later. 

“I do not care about the 
men who did this to him. 
Neither I nor my son knew 
anything about them before 
this happened. 

“All I was interested in 
was justice being done. ”

The pair were told the name could be a 
possible trademark infringement because of 
their branding which looks like the logo of 
the magazine company. 

But a month on, the pair have heard 
nothing and on the back of a successful start 
to business, they are confident they can con¬ 
tinue to trade as OK! Pizza. They even have 


plans to expand further by setting up cater¬ 
ing stalls at music festivals next year, includ¬ 
ing V Festival in Staffordshire. 

The couple, who both went to Haybridge 
High School, Hagley, opened the pizza shop 
at the former bakery in Worcester Street 
earlier this year. 

Oliver looks after the operational side of 
the business while Katie is the cook. 

Challenging 

Miss Medley, aged 19, said: “We haven’t 
heard anything - we had a feeling this would 
happen and we could continue as we are. 
The first three months have been good. 

“It’s challenging starting a business from 
scratch, but we’re both coping OK. We are 


thinking of expanding further into festivals, 
so things are looking up.” 

Mr Sutton, 18, and Miss Medley claim to 
have chosen the design for the pizza shop’s 
logo because of the interest they have in 
celebrities.

Needless victims 
of blast honoured 


Plaque is unveiled to the 
memory of thel 9 girls 
killed in factory explosion. 

NAOMI DUNNING reports 


IT is remembered as the 
darkest episode in a Black 
Country town’s history, when 
19 young girls lost their lives in 
a devastating explosion. 

Now their needless loss of life has been 
commemorated with a Tipton Civic 
Society blue plaque near the site where 
the tragedy happened. 

The plaque has been placed at Tipton 
Toddlers Nursery on the corner of Dudley 
Port and Groveland Road, a second 
plaque has also been erected next to it to 
commemorate the site of Tipton’s last 
cinema. 

The Dudley Port factory employed 
dozens of girls to break up the live car¬ 
tridges left over from the First World War 
for scrap. 

But on March 6, 1922 at around 
11.45am one of the cartridges inexplica¬ 
bly went off, igniting or discharging 
several thousand others waiting to be 
dealt with. 

Dragged 

The explosion ripped through the L K 
Knowles factory in Groveland Road, 
where the young women worked, blowing 
the iron roof from the building and 
setting it on fire. 

A total 24 young girls were working at 
the time and the explosion killed all but 
five. 

The Chronicle’s sister paper, The 
Express & Star, covered the disaster and 
described how the panic-stricken girls 
tried to escape the inferno. Many had to 
be dragged from the burning building. 
Some were severely burned and injured. 

The report describes how Dudley’s 
Guest Hospital was stretched to its limit. 

In July of that year, following a court 
case, company manufacturer, John

Walter Knowles, aged 55, was jailed for 
five years for manslaughter by Stafford¬ 
shire Assizes. 

A memorial was erected in 1924 at 
Tipton Cemetery, two years after the 
explosion and was given a clean-up in 
1994 and refurbished in 2010. But there 
has not been a memorial on the site of 
the explosion itself. 

Doreen Rushton, whose aunt Lizzy 
Williams died at the age of 13, attended 
the ceremony to unveil the plaques. 

Mrs Rushton, 69, of St Mark’s Road, 
Tipton, said: “She was my father’s sister, 
but he was only three at the time. When 
we were growing up they never really 
talked about it. 

“We had a photograph of her horse- 
drawn funeral carriage, and books from 
chapel which had been dedicated to her, 
but did not know much else. 

“The King had also written to my 


family expressing his condolences.” 

The grandmother-of-three, who 
attended the event with her sister Mavis 
Smith and cousins Jean Smith, Rita 
Kempson and Barbara Hughes, said: 
“We just felt it was important to go and 
remember Lizzy. 

“It was a terrible, horrendous 
tragedy, but it was lovely to have the cer¬ 
emony and remember her together.” 

Vice chairman of Tipton Civic Society 
Keith Hodgkins said: “It was an horrific 
tragedy, and the most tragic episode in 
Tipton’s recent history. 

“We felt it was very important to 
mark the spot where the tragedy hap¬ 
pened. 

The second blue plaque marks the site 
of the former The Alhambra cinema, 
which was built in 1933 and was once 
Tipton’s finest cinema. It closed in 
1963.

They will be walking 
around the site, dressed in 
high visibility jackets and 
armed with cameras to 
record evidence, in a bid to 
deter thieves. 

Deb Brownlee, chairman 
of St John’s Church Preser¬ 
vation Group, said: “We are 
asking people to make a 
commitment of two hours a 
month to assist with this. 

“The grounds, and views 
are too beautiful and peace¬ 
ful to have them spoilt by a 
handful of selfish, thought¬ 
less, mannerless idiots.” 

Volunteers will also be 


briefed on the history of the 
building and the graveyard 
stories, so they can double as 
tour guides for visitors.

Boost for deaf children

A CHARITY helping deaf children 
has spent more than £3,000 on new 
technology to be used in schools in 
Dudley borough. 

Dudley Deaf Children Society sec¬ 
retary Shelagh James handed over 
the Parrot Plus 2 to Dudley 
Council’s head of hearing impair¬ 
ment service Gill Pillar at Ashwood 
Park Primary School, Stourbridge. 

The equipment will mean teach¬ 
ers and carers will have a better idea 
of the extent of deafness in the child. 


It will help them build an education 
programme around the children. 
The equipment cost £3,100 and was 
partly paid for thanks to a commu¬ 
nity grant from The Co-operative. 

It comes as schools see a gradual 
rise in the number of children with 
hearing impairments they admit 
each year. 

Across the borough’s schools 
there is about 400 children with 
hearing problems. At Ashwood there 
are about 40. 


THE driver of a car that knocked 
down a 21-year-old who died 
hours later of his injuries discov¬ 
ered what he had done the next 
morning on Facebook, an inquest 
has heard. 

Thomas Cox was hit by a car in Sedgley on 
the evening of his birthday, and died the fol¬ 
lowing morning, the inquest in Smethwick 
heard yesterday. 

Driver Ben Davies, who had failed to stop 
at the scene of the accident, told police the 
next day that he heard the ‘bang’ but ‘didn’t 
know what it was’ at the time. 

In the police interview which was read 
out at the hearing, Davies, of Old Park 
Road, Dudley, told officers: “I didn’t know 
what had happened until this morning, I 
saw it on Facebook.” 

He added that a friend had posted an 
appeal for the driver to come forward. 

He said: “It was just on there, it was on 
the news feed.” 

It was after seeing this appeal that he told 
his parents what had happened, and visited 
the police station. 

Appeared 

The hearing heard that no-one witnessed 
the hit-and-run collision which happened at 
around 11pm on November 17. 

Mr Cox, of Turton Road, Tipton, was dis¬ 
covered lying on the pavement, and he was 
taken to hospital. The ex-Willingsworth 
High School pupil died the next day from 
head injuries. 

During the police interview which was 
read out at the inquest, Davies said he was 
driving towards Dudley on Dudley Road, 
Sedgley, near the Leopard pub. 

The 21-year-old said: “It just appeared. I 
just hit it like. It was on my side of the car.” 

He told officers he didn’t have time to 
brake. He slowed down but did not stop. 

Assistant deputy coroner Angus Smillie 
recorded a verdict of accidental death. 

In April, Davies was jailed for 26 weeks 
after he admitted failing to stop at the scene 
of an accident.

Dudley North Labour

“I’m from Dudley, I love the 
place and I want to help the 
people who live here. I want to 
stand up and fight for local 
people. ” 



I’M trying to do things dif¬ 
ferently and listen to local 
people. 

When I speak to people on 
the doorstop, lots of them 
tell me that all politicians 
are the same, are out of 
touch or that voting doesn’t 
make a difference, but I 
work hard to do things dif¬ 
ferently and listen to local 
people. When someone gets 
in touch with me I take what 
they say seriously and work 
as hard as I can to help them. 

I’m from Dudley, I love the 
place and I want to help the 
people who live here. I want 
to stand up and fight for 
local people, for hard-work¬ 
ing families and pensioners. 
I want to show that I’m on 
their side and won’t let them 
down. 

So I’ve been inviting 
groups of residents to talk to 
me in church halls and com¬ 
munity centres across Dud¬ 
ley over the last few weeks. 

Lots of issues have been 
raised but three stood out: 
the state of the town centre, 
immigration and the cost of 
living for local families. 

Town centre 

People get in touch with 
me about the town centre 
every week, so it was no sur¬ 
prise when people brought it 
up at meetings. 

Like everyone else from 
Dudley I remember the 
town’s past. I grew up here 
and spent my Saturdays 
wandering from Graduate 
Records to Beatties or 
meeting friends at the cafe 
upstairs at Littlewoods. I 
had my first job in McDon¬ 
alds on the High Street, and 
my parents bought my first 
bike from Criterion Cycles 
on Kings Street. 

Since then the town’s had 


some real knocks and had its 
confidence shaken. Out-of- 
town shopping, the reces¬ 
sion and the loss of the 
university campus have all 
had an impact. 

And even after a decade of 
economic growth and in¬ 
creased public spendingO 
opportunities passed us by 
and the town has not 
improved. 

On the other hand, 
Dudley College has built a 
brilliant new campus which 
is bringing more people into 
the town centre and boost¬ 
ing trade. There’s plans for a 
new supermarket to replace 
Cavendish House. 

But I think we need new 
ideas to strengthen the town 
centre and I’d like to see the 
Castle opened up through¬ 
out the summer with con¬ 
certs, plays and other 
attractions bringing thou¬ 
sands of extra visitors to 
Dudley, boosting trade and 


changing the town’s image. 

I love this area and I want 
to see things improve, so I’m 
always happy to listen to 
local people’s ideas on this 
and I will keep on fighting 
for our town centre. 

Immigration 

Immigration is something 
else that people raise on the 
doorstep all the time. I don’t 
think it’s racist to raise con¬ 
cerns about immigration. In 
fact, I’ve spoken up for local 
people on this issue myself. 

I listened to local people 
and pushed hard for meas¬ 
ures the last government 
introduced, like the Aus- 
tralian-style points system 
for people coming here to 
work and restrictions on 
benefits for immigrants. 
They worked, and I think 
people supported them too. 

But if I am going to be the 
first to tell you what Labour 
did well in Government, I 


have to be able to say where 
we made mistakes too. And 
we did make mistakes when 
it comes to immigration. 

Labour was too late to 
understand and face up to 
the full impact of mass 
immigration on communi¬ 
ties, workplaces and public 
services. I think we were 
wrong not to impose transi¬ 
tional controls on Eastern 
European countries as they 
joined the EU, and I was the 
first MP calling for restric¬ 
tions to be maintained. 

But the Government 
hasn’t got this right either. 
The number of people being 
deported has fallen sharply 
and there’s a growing 
backlog of suspected illegal 
immigration cases. 

I want to see youngsters 
from Dudley get jobs in 
Britain, not people from 
abroad. And I want to see 
tough action to get a grip on 
illegal immigration. 

Cost of living 

Families in Dudley are 
really struggling to make 
ends meet. Living standards 
are under real pressure as 
prices are rising but wages 
are staying the same. 

A survey in Dudley earlier 
this year found that nine out 
of 10 families don’t think 
they’ll be better off next year 
than this. Under this Gov¬ 
ernment things aren’t set to 
change any time soon. 

The Office of Budget Res¬ 
ponsibility has said real 
wages will be lower in 2015 
than when this Government 
came to power. 

Instead of handing out tax 
cuts to millionaires, the Gov¬ 
ernment should be doing 
everything it can to help out 
ordinary families struggling 
to get by.

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Traffic calming ends 


LONG-AWAITED work to alter con¬ 
troversial speed measures in Kinver 
High Street, which were installed as 
part of £900,000 revamp, has 
started. 

Residents and traders have been calling for 
pinch points placed on the road to be scrapped. 
They said they have caused heavy congested 
and are confusing to drivers. 

Staffordshire County Council began work on 
a £50,000 scheme to alter the traffic calming 
measures last week. Workers are also making 
changes to the disabled parking, repaving and 
resurfacing footpaths and extending waiting 
restrictions. 

It is expected to take six weeks and council 
chiefs believe it will help to relieve congestion 
but warned of possible disruption while it takes 


place. The pinch points were installed following 
an improvement project in 2010 but they 
sparked complaints. 

Cabinet member for transport, Councillor 
Simon Tagg, said: “These new measures will be 
of great help to both motorists and pedestrians, 
creating a safer environment as well as improv¬ 
ing traffic flow along the High Street.” 

He said following complaints, the council 
carried out a road safety review and set up a 
working group with villagers and parish coun¬ 
cillors. 

Kinver resident Bob Clarke, of Jenks Avenue, 
said he welcomed the changes. “These pinch 
points have been causing hold ups so it should 
make the traffic flow better,” he said. 

Following the completion of the first work in 
2011, householders sent in their views on the 
scheme. Of the 252 letters sent to Kinver Parish 
Council, 202 criticised the pinch points.

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Call for better signs 
on sharp-bend road 

DRIVERS are putting lives at risk by failing to negotiate a 
sharp bend along a busy Dudley road properly - with cars 
regularly ploughing into a stone wall. 

At least one vehicle a week is miscalculating the bend, at 
the junction of Church Street and Temple Street, Gornal, 
and hitting the wall outside St Peter’s Church, according to 
residents. 

A footpath runs along the bend and people fear it is only 
a matter of time before a pedestrian is badly hurt or killed 
if the situation continues. 

Hundreds of residents use the footpath to walk to and 
from Gornal village every day. Red Hall Primary School is 
further down the road and the path is used by children and 
their parents. 

Residents say there have already been a number of ‘near 
misses’ along the route. A campaign has now been launched 
for better signs and chevrons to be installed along the road. 

Councillors for the village and Dudley North MP Ian 
Austin are now pressing for council action. 


Date set for hearing 
over tutor sackings 

A DATE has been set for an employment tribunal brought 
by four lecturers who were sacked by Halesowen College 
and have claimed unfair dismissal. 

David Muritu and Jason White together with two other 
tutors have lodged their case for an employment tribunal 
hearing in Birmingham to be heard on November 13. 

A 12,500-strong petition has been collected by members 
of the University and College Union in protest at the sack¬ 
ings. 

The lecturers have been holding talks with their solicitors 
since the decision to dismiss the four. 

Mr Muritu said the sacking had left him ‘in limbo’ for 
months but has now been able to find a new teaching post 
starting in September. 

College principal Keith Bate has said its stance was taken 
‘to address concerns about performance and attainment’ by 
students being taught by the tutors. 

The college said Mr Muritu did not perform to standards 
expected but the lecturer said that he was rated ‘good’.

Hie changing face of an 
historic village property 


THE future of an historic 
Cheslyn Hay home is looking 
more secure, bringing an end to 
nearly a decade of decline. 

South Staffs Housing Association is 
converting Glenthorne House - one of the 
homes to the Hawkins’ family - into 11 
one-bedroom apartments. 

One of three purpose-built mansions for 
the family, Glenthorne was built around 
1889 by Thomas Albert Hawkins, son of 
Joseph Hawkins and owner of the Coppice 
Colliery. The land on which Glenthorne 
stands was originally the garden for 28 
High Street and owned by Henry Poyner 
in the early 1800s. By 1849 he had sold it 
to original colliery owner Edward Sayer. 

Life at Glenthorne for the servants 
involved long hours, arduous work and 
little pay serving Thomas Hawkins, ‘Mr 
Tom’ as he was known, his wife Alethea 
and their family. 

Thomas and Alethea had a daughter, 
also named Alethea (bl887), and two sons 
Osmond and Clarence. Both saw plenty of

active service, and Osmond, a Major, was 
badly injured with shrapnel wounds in 
June 1915 while commanding his platoon 
in the trenches and returned to England 
for hospital treatment. However Clarence, 
a Captain, paid the ultimate sacrifice and 
was killed in September 1917 aged just 28. 

As a memorial, Mr Tom had an etched 
glass window of his portrait on the door 
leading from the hall into the house. 

After the war, Osmond and his wife 
Marion Crutchley Hawkins (nee de Font- 
blanque) moved into the premises and it 
remained one of the three Hawkins’ resi¬ 
dences until Mr Tom and Alethea moved 
to Aldridge in the mid-20s, selling the 
snooker building to the left of Glenthorne 
House and the gardens to the rear to 
William Wollaston who converted it into a 
residential dwelling and moved in with his 
wife Sarah Ann. 

Prior to World War II, Glenthorne 
House was converted into three apart¬ 
ments and became home to the Hills, 


Worseys, Pearsons, Albert Parsons and 
Alice Holden. The former kitchen and 
servant areas also became residences. 

Thomas Hawkins died in 1936, but his 
nephew Sydney and his wife Henrietta 
moved in. Sydney had previously lived at 
28 High Street and ran a bakery there. 

At the start of World War II the house 
had been sold to Horace W Thomas who 
moved into the old snooker building. 
Around 1957 the house was sold to a Mr 
Hogens for £6,500 which finally brought to 
end the 70-year link between Glenthorne 
House and the Hawkins dynasty. 

South Staffs Council later bought Glen¬ 
thorne House and created five flats. Due to 
the poor state of the former snooker build¬ 
ing the council had to pull it down. 

In 1994 a mother and toddler woman’s 
refuge shelter was built where the gardens 
once flourished. It was sold on three years 
later to the housing association, which 
immediately closed down the shelter. 

With the high costs of maintaining the 
property, the house was closed and 
boarded up in early 2006.

THIEVES have stripped gas pipes 
from a home in Coseley for the 
second time in five weeks. 

The raiders struck at Robert Wynd, 
causing distress for 66-year-old Glenis 
Pearce who is a full-time carer to her dis¬ 
abled husband, John, 70. 

She first noticed the pipes, which were 
replacements for ones stolen on June 12, 
were missing from the wall of her home on 
Sunday morning of last week. 

Mrs Pearce, who cares for her husband 
John said she was shocked by the theft. 

“I couldn’t believe it had happened 
again,” she said. “My husband is severely 
disabled and has four carers visit each day. 

“We need the gas to keep the house warm. 
They were covered 
in anti-theft paint, 
which means it will 
be all over the people 
who took them.” 

More than half a 
dozen properties 
were targeted in the 
first raids in June. 

Terraced houses 
in nearby Clifton 
Street were among 
those hit. 

Mrs Pearce had 
been woken by a 
loud noise at 4am 
and when she went downstairs she could 
smell gas. Fire crews from Dudley and 
Bilston were called to Clifton Street after 
residents reported a strong smell of gas at 
7am. 

They found strips of copper gas piping cut 
off on one end of the row of properties. 
Police also attended as a precaution. 

A National Grid spoke said it was ‘incred¬ 
ibly dangerous’ for people to cut pipes. 

Other properties in Coseley have also 
been raided by metal thieves during the past 
year.

T he makers of Southcliffe must 
have been kicking themselves 
when they saw Broadchurch. 
Like the hit ITV drama, it’s set in a 
small, close-knit, fictional town. 

It features a tragic event that rips 
the soul out of a marriage, a 
national news reporter on the hunt 
for answers, and a community torn 
apart. 

So, you could say that the 
producers of this new, four-part 
drama had their thunder stolen 
somewhat. However, once you get 
into the plot and characters, it’s clear 
that actually, the similarities are 
superficial - unlike Broadchurch, it’s 
not a whodunit; the killer is known 
right from the start - and it’s more 
than capable of standing on its own 
two feet and winning a new set of 
fans.

off to Hollywood to make something 
on a massive budget, Durkin 
preferred to return to the UK. 

“I love being in the UK,” he 
says. “I have lived in New York for 18 
years, but coming back to England 
feels like home, and I have the 
chance to catch up with a few 
Arsenal games! 

‘The whole preconception that 
making TV is different to film is 
ridiculous.

As they attempt to handle their 
grief, reporter David Whitehead 
returns to Southcliffe, the town 


where he grew up, in an attempt to 
find out what sparked the incident, 
and to deal with ghosts from his 
past. 

“Southcliffe is not the story of the 
killer,” explains Durkin. “It’s the story 
of the journalist who goes back to 
report on the tragedy, and it’s also 
about the people left behind, the 
community. It’s about ordinary 
people.” 

Rory Kinnear plays the reporter in 
question, while the ‘ordinary people’ 
are portrayed by such luminaries as 
Eddie Marsan, Shirley Henderson 
and Sean Harris. 

“I formed some fantastic 
relationships with both the cast and 
crew,” claims the director. “When I 
started work on Southcliffe I didn’t 
know anyone at all so it was like 
starting at a new school. 

“Luckily for me, we had an 
incredible cast and crew working on 
this project and as a result of 
everyone being so collaborative and 
open it was a wonderful experience.” 

And in the process, he’s managed 
to whitewash our memories of 
Broadchurch - for now, at least.

Cherished racing 
sells for a record 


THIS slightly tatty old racing 
car has just sold at auction for 
a price you will struggle to 
believe. 

An unnamed bidder, who may not 
have even seen the car in the metal, 
placed a final bid of £17.5 million over 
the phone. With the seller’s fee on top 
of that, the final price came to a world 
record, and frankly ridiculous, 
£19,601,500. 

The reason for this apparent 
madness? Well this car, a Mercedes- 
Benz W 196 R Silver Arrow, is one of 
only 10 remaining similar former 
grand prix cars from the company’s 
golden era of 1954 and 1955. 

Only 14 were ever built, and with 
four lost in the cruel chances of the 
passing decades, the 10 remaining 
cars - all outstanding examples of engi¬ 
neering and racing heritage that swept 
all their competition away nearly 60 


years ago - are Mercedes’ most prized 
assets. They own nine of them them¬ 
selves, six are in Mercedes’ own hands, 
while three are on permanent loans to 
museums around the globe. So that 
leaves just one in private hands: this 
one. 

What’s more, ‘this one’ is a grand 
prix-winning car driven by probably 
the greatest Formula 1 driver ever: 
Juan Miguel Fangio. This is the very 
car he clinched the 1954 World Cham¬ 
pionship in, making it effectively price¬ 
less. 

When a car like this comes up for 
auction it might be a buyer’s only 
chance to own it in his or her lifetime, 
and the only limit to how high the 
bidding will go is how badly each 
extremely wealthy bidder wants it. 

Of course, you still might say it’s just 
a tatty old race car, and from a certain 
perspective you’d be right. This W 196 
R is almost completely original, with

peeling panels, old wooden steering 
wheel, tiny fly screen and mirrors. But 
that’s what makes it so valuable. All 
these things, exactly as they are, bore 
witness to the genius of Fangio in a glo¬ 
rious bygone age of racing, where man 
and machine really were pushed to the 
limit and beyond. That kind of prove¬ 
nance can’t be recreated. 

This car, therefore, is a Holy Grail 
for anyone who subscribes to 
humankind’s ideological quest to 
better itself. This car is about one great 
man doing things no one had ever done 
before. 

So as the mystery buyer prepares to 
take delivery of the most expensive car 
ever sold at auction, he or she will no 
doubt be preparing a very special space 
for it. And despite the cost, as long as 
this king of racing cars remains 
undamaged, it will never, ever lose 
value. Sounds like an excellent pension 
fund, if ever there was one.
